Those who have been in any way con­ 
nected with the care of Orange coun­ 
ty's poor and Indigent sick know that 
the present system is full of cruelties 
that cannot be helped. 
Suppose for 
instance there Is an indigent at San 
Juan Capistrano in the last stages of 
consumption, another at Los Alamitos 
in the same condition, one at Bl Mo­ 
dena coming down with typhoid, an­ 
other at Anaheim suspected of diph­ 
theria. several at Santa Ana that need 
daily attention. 
Bach and every one 
of these patients ought to be In a 
hospital. 
Some of them will not bel 
taken at private Institutions, and, 
scattered as the oases are, it is im­ 
possible for the county physician to 
give the patients the care they ought 
to have.

CLOUDBURST WAS WIDE­ 
SPREAD IN DESTRUCTION 
RENO, Nev., July 19.—Twenty-five 
lives were reported lost last night in 
the m ost destructive cloudburst that 
has ever visited this region. The min­ 
ing oamps of Seven Troughs and Ma- 
Burna have been wiped out of exist­ 
ence. 
Owing to the destruction of tele­ 
phone and telegraph lines, as well as 
the roadbeds of some of the railroads, 
it will be some time before a full re­ 
port of the dead can be secured. 
R eports have already been received 
of the death of John Trenchard, 
a 
Mazuma merchant, and his wife, and 
also of Mike Qualen, Mrs. McLean and 
Mrs. Reese.

Country roads are almost im passa­ 
ble and the automobiles filled with 
doctors and nurses, which are being 
rushed to the scene of destruction, 
a re compelled to make wide detours 
in relieving the stricken people.

Paving Los Angeles Street. 
Anaheim Gazette: The Comity High- 
: way Commission has suggested to the 
city trustees that unpaved portions of 
Los Angeles street be paved in order 
to connect with the 
state 
highway, 
which will’ pass through this city 
along that thoroughfare. The street 
(is already 
paved 
for a considerable 
part of Its distance, but there remains 
a quarter of a mile from 
Sycamore 
street to North street, and more than 
half a mile from Santa Ana street to 
Broad street yet to be paved. The ex­ 
pense of paving will be great, yet the 
advantage of having the state high­ 
way pass through the city 
will, we 
{think, more than compensate for the 
monetary outlay. 
I 
The area to be paved la too small to 


warrant paving companies to come 
here and offer bids upon it, and 
it 
would seem the part of wisdom to in- 
'elude other thoroughfares where pav­ 
ing is now under consideration in a 
general competitive bid for the work 
in hand. 
A paving firm represented 
in town this week by its officials sug­ 
gested that 14 cents a square foot be a 
fair charge for the Los Angeles street 
work. These figures are too high. 
The price paid for paving in Anaheim 
two years ago was 12 cents, and we 
are informed the price In Los Angeles 
is IO cents. 
lf all this street paving is to be done 
piecemeal, the cost will be high. 
If 
we ask competitive bids upon the total 
amount of paving which will cost in 
the neighborhood of $70,000, we shall 
at least have the privilege or choosing 
between probably half a dozen firma 
who are anxious to do the work.

failed to get th e Information dissemi­ 
nated. They have sent out muttons 
and millions of bulletins; they have 
had farmers* institutes and conventions 
and told the story of the soil, but these 
thing* were all general In their charac­ 
ter and not specific, and the fanner 
could not take these home and apply 
them to his conditions. 
He didn’t 
know all the factors In the problem. He 
has been told to rotate his crops; that 
Is good, provided you know bow to, ro­ 
tate. We know about nitrogen; the air 
is full of it and if yon can plant the 
proper plants to, catch it; th at Is good. 
I have to be brie* and skim over all 
these things. 
I want to say this, that we must get 
this information to the farm er in the 
way that he can use it, so, after study­ 
ing this problem for a long time, 
I 
made up my mind th at we ought to 
adopt the “Denmark plan” and edger 
continental America w ith it. I said, 
“There Is nothing too big 
for this 
country lf we make up our mind to do 
It, and stick to our proposition (Ap­ 
plause.) So I took up the question of 
endowing colleges of agriculture 
so 
that they might establish extension 
departments and send out men into 
every agricultural district—send out 
a couple of men into every community 
to stay right there and study local con­ 
ditions, keep in touch with the agri­ 
cultural department 
at 
Washington 
and bring to these people in the com­ 
munity its methods of farming and ag­ 
riculture. 
, 
When you do that you are going to 
do something worth while. I talked 
about It to one of my friends in Chi­ 
cago, Mr. McCormick of the Harvest­ 
er company and others, and they were 
interested and said I had better take 
it up with the President. I went to 
Washington and took the m atter up 
with the President. He said, “Your 
plan looks right to me; what can I 
do to help you?” I said, “Mr. Presi­ 
dent, I want you to be one of the Ad­ 
visory Committee so that I can say to 
the people that the President is back­ 
ing this proposition.” He 
said, “ I 
will be very glad to do so,” and he 
did. 
Mr. James G. Hill is the biggest 
man, I think, that I ever talked with. 
He kept me for a couple of hours, 
asking questions. He said, “The thing 
is right aud I know it.” I said that I 
proposed to take this up along with 
my business and he said, “ You must 
drop everything else and devote your 
entire time to this.” 
I said, “I can’t 
give up my business,” but he said, 
“You must,” 
and 
finally 
arrange- 
ant. more entertaining and more prof-1 ments were made whereby 
I 
did. 


The world's greatest Asset lies with­ 
in eighteen inches of the 
surface. 
From th e soil we get everything we 
need and if, perchance, the soil should 
tell us, It would be: the end of all. God 
Almighty spread these fertile fields 
over th e country for a purpose, and 
that was to sustain humanity; not for 
one generation, but for all tim e; and 
people have no right to deplete the 
fertility of the soil and dissipate and 
destroy it. That is what we 
have 
been doing in this country for three 
hundred years. 
W e Jiave been known as “Soil Rob­ 
bers.” There are millions of acres pf 
land In the eastern part of the country 
whose fertility nas been so depleted 
that they are producing next to no­ 
thing a t all. The same thing Is taking 
place now in the Central West, in the 
“Corn Belt.” 
Take wheat,—the average in the 
United States for ten years is 15 3-10 
bushels—the average for all the Unit­ 
ed States—good years and poor years 
—good farming and poor terming. The 
average for Germany is twice that,— 
28 bushels; the average for England is 
32; for Belgium 34 and for Denmark 
40 bushels. Why, we are only imita­ 
tion farmers. Denmark is the great­ 
est agricultural country in the world 
for its size. What did 
it? 
Forty 
years ago they were in poverty and 
distress. 
Farming was being aban­ 
doned and people were flocking to the 
cities, and the soup houses were open. 
The government said “we will stimu­ 
late agriculture.” 
They strengthened 
their college; 
they had secondary 
schools; 
they 
sent 
out 
traveling 
schools that went over the country and 
met the people, stayed a while in a 
community and then went to another 
community. That all helped, but tak­ 
en altogether it did not solve the prob­ 
lem. 
They finally adopted the “show 
me” campaign, pure and simple, and 
that was to send out in every commun­ 
ity a man familiar with the best sys­ 
tem of cultivation and let that man 
stay with the people and help them 
solve the problem. 
When you begin to get the man who 
knows together with the man who 
wishes to learn, something is going to 
be done that is worth while. 
That 
plan of farm demonstrating 
brought 
the people from poverty to thrift, dou­ 
bled the savings bank accounts, and 
took the people from the cities to the 
country. That is the problem we have 
to meet in this country—to get the peo­ 
ple out of the city to the soil. 
You 
can do that, and do it only, by making 
agriculture more dignified, more pleas- 


itable. 


Fifty years ago, under the adminis­ 
tration of Abraham Lincoln, the gov­ 
ernm ent endowed colleges to teach ag­ 
riculture. There wasn’t very much to 
teach, so twenty-five years later an ex­ 
periment station was added in order to 
obtain knowledge and within a couple 
of years after that the Department of 
Agriculture was inaugurated. 
Now, for all these years we 
have 
been gathering information, which lf 
disseminated to the farmers would not 
only double, but would treble our pro­ 
duction. The work that the College of [times, 
Agriculture and the Department have j which 
done Is truly wonderful, but they have t tlon. 


Since then I have gotten 520 Boards 
of Trade and clubs of this kind to 
fall in line and something like 1080 
newspapers. This touches every part 
of humanity from coast to coast. 
I have drafted a bill and put It Into 
congress for the furthering of this 
project and what I want you to do is 
to send a telegram to your congress­ 
man and senators that this club is 
heartily In tevor of this proposition 
and want the bill passed, lf you do 
want it passed. 
I want to say that when we have 
better agriculture we 
have 
better 
better profit to 
the 
termer, 
m^ans progress and 
civilisa-

Protein, being the most costly 
of 
food ingredients, is the one m ost like­ 
ly to be lacking in inexpensive meals, 
and this is the nutrient which 
both 
skim milk and butterm ilk supply in a 
cheap and useful form, and when tak­ 
en w ith bread or used in cooking they 
form a very nutritious addition to the 
diet. 
Two 
and 
one-half quarts 
of 
skim milk or butterm ilk contain about 
the sam e am ount of protein 
as 
one 
pound of round steak, and costs about 
one-quarter as much. 
Two quarts of 
milk bas a greater nutrient value than 
one quart of oysters. 
The nutrim ent 
in the form of oysters would cost 30 
to 50 cents, while the skim milk or 
butterm ilk would have a value on the 
farm of from two to four cents.

CLING TO THEIR PRIVILEGES 


Am bassadors 
Enjoy 
Many 
Rights 
That Have Been Accorded Them 
For Centuries. 
“Ambassador” and "m inister” m ean 
pretty muon the same to the average 
man, but there is a very great differ­ 
ence between the two, inasmuch as an 
am bassador 
possesses 
many 
privi­ 
leges abroad that do not pertain to a 
m ere minister. 
Perhaps the most curious privilege 
of an ambassador, who is credited to 
the ruler of a country and not m erely 
to the governm ent thereof, as is a 
m inister, is that the am bassador may 
when dismissed turn his back to the 
sovereign to whose court he has been 
assigned. 
Briefly described the mode 
of procedure is as follows: 
W hen the audience is at an end th e 
am bassador waits to be dismissed by 
the sovereigii. 
When dismissed 
th e 
am bassador bows, retires three paces, 
bows again, 
turns on his heels and 
walks to the folding doors. 
But when 
the reigning sovereign is a woman a 
more polite method is employed. 
To 
turn his back would be to resign a 
privilege; 
therefore the am bassador 
retires sideways. 
He keeps one eye 
on the sovereign and with the other 
he endeavors to find the door. By this 
unique means he contrives to show all 
politeness to the sovereign and at th e 
same time retain his 
am bassadorial 
privilege in retiring. Another privilege 
of an am bassador is that of being ush­ 
ered into the royal presence through 
folding doors, both of which m ust be 
flung wide for him. 
None save an am ­ 
bassador can claim this privilege, th e 
greatest favor in this respect th at can 
be shown any non-ainbassadorial rep­ 
resentative consisting in the opening 
to him of one door only. 
There is one privilege of the am bas­ 
sador, a privilege that som etimes oc­ 
casions great inconvenience 
to 
the 
ruler, which consists in his right to 
demand admission to the sovereign by 
day or by night.

of personal work in the interests of 
these bonds and use every effort to 
see that they carry by a good major­ 
ity, and have asked that this matter 
be made public through ita committee. 
We understand that there Is sn effort 
made by a few citisens of the county 
to defeat these issues, and as it is gen­ 
erally understood that all who are op­ 
posed to these measures will turn out 
and vote against it, 
it behooves all

Needle Points 
When sewing a hem on heavy linen 
keep a glass of warm water at hand 
and frequently dip the fingers into it. 
This will cause the stiffness of the lin­ 
en to yield, and tho work will be found 
much less difficult. 
Accurate placing and pinning to­ 
gether of seams, etc., are most impor­ 
tant when making up a dress. The 
right and left sides, too, must be made 
to match unless the figure is badly 
one-sided, when a special fitting of 
both sides will be necessary. 
Put the skirt on. fasten it round the 
waist, then, stauding erect, get some 
one to mara at intervals with a piece 
of chalk the exact place where the skirt 
touches the floor. Remove the skirt 
and Airn up the required hem ( two or 
three inches from the ground being a 
most comfortable length in wear) be­ 
yond the chalk mark, measuring care­ 
fully all round.

“I look for the coming fall to abow 
the greatest building activity Santa 
Ana baa ever seen,” aaid a leading 
contractor thin morning. "I bate thin 
belief on projecta which I have in 
proapect, and what I hear from other 
contractors. There may not be a much 
larger number of buildings erected 
this fall than in the same period last 
year, but the average will be much 
higher, and I should not be surprised 
to see the permits double in value over 
last fall. I expect by own business to 
show an increase of at least fifty per 
cent.” • 
Other leaders in the building line 
tell the same story. There are many 
projects being talked of, and not in 
a vague way, either. Plans are being 
considered, and theres 1s no reason 
to doubt that they will be carried 
through when the time comes. One 
contractor has practical assurances of 
a brick building which will cover a 
quarter of a .block, to be devoted to 
business rooms on the first floor and 
apartments above. This same man al­ 
so has in view the erection of anoth­ 
er large apartment house. 
A local architect voices the same 
views as those quoted above. “There 
has been a decidedly quiet spell with 
me recently,” he said, but things are 
beginning to pick up now, and the 
results will begin to show in a few 
weeks. The noticeable feature of the 
situation is the better class of build­ 
ings being planned. I have been asked 
to prepare tentative plans for several 
business blocks, of a kind which will 
be a credit to the city, and there is 
every indication that the building of 
substantial residences will continue 
as actively as during the past spring. 
I look for the fall months to show the 
greatest building activity in the his­ 
tory of the city.” 
It is likely that a number of steel 
frame buildings will be included in 
the list of fall Improvements. These, 
while mostly of two stories to start, 
will be built so that one or more sto­ 
ries may be added as desired. This 
method will probably be almost the 
universal rule with business blocks 
in future.
